Note  from  the  editor:  I  have  received  two  articles  of  memories 
of  Dave  since  our  last  journal,  and  feel  it  only  appropriate  that 
they  be  published  with  all  that  Dave  had  done  for  the  hobby  in 
his  lifetime 

Dear  Friends,  I  just  can’t  find  the  words  to  convey  how  I  feel  about  getting  the 
New  Jersey  Numismatic  Journal,  only  to  see  Dave  Wilson’s  picture  and  the 
announcement  that  he  passed  away.  Dave  was  65,  10  years  younger  than  me 
when  this  was  written,  and  I  never  thought  for  a  moment  that  he  would  say 
goodbye  first. 

1  miss  Dave  as  a  friend  and  a  very  knowledgeable  dealer,  speaker  and  coin 
historian.  We  first  met  when  1  started  writing  “Mostly  Coins,”  a  column  for  the 
Asbury  Park  Press,  following  in  the  footsteps  of  Ed  Reiter,  about  1979.  At  first  I 
would  call  him  for  information  and  was  amazed  at  his  response  regarding 
domestic,  foreign  and  ancient  coins.  Later,  when  I  became  a  Life  Member  of  the 
state  and  Ocean  clubs,  we  developed  a  friendship  that  1  truly  enjoyed.  Lunch 
with  Dave  was  always  a  special  time.  He  was  always  ready  to  treat  me  right 
whether  I  was  a  buyer  or  seller.  His  wife  Neddra  also  was  special  and  another 
bright  spot  at  many  shows  and  conventions. 

At  the  risk  of  leaving  someone  out,  my  next  life  will  be  all  the  more  special  as  I 
meet  Dave,  William  S.  Dewey  and  Jerry  Zara. 

One  thing  about  the  good  fortune  of  being  connected  with  the  Ocean  and  Garden 
State  clubs  is  that  you  also  run  into  such  dedicated  people  as  Jim  Majoros  and 
Fran  Cackowski.  Coins  bring  us  together  but  people  add  a  whole  different 
dimension.  My  wife  and  1  send  our  love  to  you  all  and  to  Dave’s  children.

Boy,  does  this  apply  to  Dave  Wilson.  Dave,  as  ‘Mama  Jo’  would  say,  caught  the 
west  bound  on  January  14,  2007.  He  was  only  65,  but  you  got  the  impression 
from  the  always  infectious  smile  that  Dave  really  enjoyed  life.  Most  of  us 
remember  Dave  as  a  long  time  Hobo  Nickel  collector  and  dealer.  Dave’s 
‘Dave’s  Coins’  was  a  prominent  icon  at  almost  every  New  Jersey  show  as  well 
as  at  FUN.  While  not  a  ‘charter’  member  of  the  OHNS  Dave  held  membership 
number  17  and  after  Del  Romaines,  Bill  Fivaz  and  Gail  Baker  was  the  4th 
authenticator/grader  recognized  by  the  OHNS.  Not  many  dealers  would  ‘cut’  the 
bourse,  especially  while  it  was  active,  but  Dave  attended  almost  every  OHNS 
auction  covering  up  his  table  and  helping  with  the  book  on  many  of  the  early 
auctions.  Those  who  have  some  of  the  original  ‘authentication  sheets’  look  at 
the  signature  area,  many  will  find  David  Wilson's  signature. 

Dave  was  rare  in  one  other  important  area.  He  had  been  a  coin  dealer  for  more 
than  17  years.  He  sold  a  lot  of  coins  to  a  lot  of  people  and  not  a  single  one  of 
them  ever  thought  they  got  a  bad  deal  from  Dave.  In  today’s  world  that’s  almost 
impossible.  I  guess  I  don’t  need  to  say  I  was  one  of  Dave’s  ‘satisfied  customers’, 
in  addition  to  helping  many  YN’s  get  started  he  was  also  a  mentor  in  the 
fledgling  Flanigan  &  Garrison  days  when  it  was  a  small  startup  and  needed 
some  sound  business  advice.  Imagine  helping  a  competitor  -  but  Dave  never 
really  had  any  competitors  only  friends. 

Dave  also  proved  one  other  thing.  You  can  quit  smoking.  He  quit  at  least  40  or 
50  times  -  in  the  end  smoking  had  led  to  heart  disease  which  may  have 
shortened  his  life. 

Dave’s  wife  Neddra  passed  away  a  year  ago.  He  is  survived  by  a  son  and  a 
daughter  and  the  members  of  the  OHNS  who  will  miss  his  charm  and  grace.  A 
true  gentleman.

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U.S.  PAPER  MONEY  BECOMES  PERMANENT 

PART  TWO

Another  long-lasting  type  of  US  paper  money  that  began  during 
the  Civil  War  were  National  Bank  Notes.  This  was  an  effort  by  the 
Federal  Government  to  finance  the  Civil  War  and  to  reform  the  banking 
system  in  the  United  States.  The  Federal  Government,  because  President 
Andrew  Jackson  had  destroyed  the  Second  Bank  of  the  United  States, 
had  not  regulated  Banks  in  the  United  States  since  President  Jackson 
began  to  withdraw  Federal  Funds  from  the  bank  in  1833  and  deposited 
them  in  what  his  opponents  called  “Pet  Banks.” 

Local  banks  would  issue  what  were  called  Demand  Notes  (These 
are  not  the  same  as  the  Demand  Notes  of  1861  issued  by  the  Federal 
Government).  They  were  called  this  because  they  were  supposed  to  be 
payable  in  Gold  or  Silver  on  demand  (Today,  they  are  called  obsolete 
bank  notes).  These  demand  notes  presented  a  golden  opportunity  for 
clever  and  dishonest  men.  Sometimes  the  notes  would  be  redeemable  at 
a  bank  office  that  was  so  remote  that  it  was  said  only  wildcats  would 
venture  there  (hence  the  nickname  for  this  type  of  banking,  Wildcat 
Banking).  Worse  yet,  dishonest  men  would  open  a  bank,  print  and 
circulate  notes  in  exchange  for  legitimate  money,  then  leave  town.  Or, 
notes  would  be  printed  with  the  name  of  a  nonexistent  bank  and  circulate 
them  far  from  where  the  bank  was  supposedly  based  in  exchange  for 
goods,  notes  of  legitimate  banks  and  hard  money. 

As  President  Jackson  withdrew  funds  from  the  Second  Bank  of 
the  United  States,  control  of  the  nation’s  money  supply  was  placed  more 
and  more  in  the  hands  of  the  Pet  Banks  chartered  by  the  states.  These 
local  banks  had  a  local  perspective,  not  the  national  perspective  that  the 
Second  Bank  of  the  United  States  had.  They  began  to  greatly  increase 
their  production  and  circulation  of  Demand  Notes. 

During  the  1840’s  and  1850’s,  some  states  began  to  require  that 
banks  issuing  paper  money  use  good,  solid  money  to  buy  interest-bearing 
bonds,  deposit  them  with  a  state  authority  and  use  the  value  of  the  bonds 
to  as  security  for  the  paper  money.  Borrowing  an  idea  from  these  states, 
in  1863,  with  modifications  in  1864,  the  National  Currency  Act  became  a 
Federal  Law. 
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The  National  Currency  Act  established  a  system  of  Federally 
Chartered  Banks.  To  qualify  to  become  a  Federally  Chartered  Bank,  a 
bank  had  to  have  a  minimum  of  $50,000  in  capital.  At  least  $30,000  of 
that  had  to  be  invested  in  U.S.  Treasury  Bonds  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States.  These  Federally  Chartered  Banks  could 
then  circulate  National  Bank  Notes.  The  total  value  of  these  Notes  could 
not  exceed  90%  of  the  value  of  the  of  the  Treasury  Bonds  that  the  bank 
had  purchased.  Since  the  idea  of  the  Federal  Government  chartering 
banks  was  considered  experimental,  the  charter  a  National  Bank  received 
was  for  20  years. 

The  National  Currency  Act  was  an  effort  to  serve  two  purposes. 
First,  it  was  an  effort  to  reform  the  U.S.  banking  system  and  the  nation’s 
supply  of  paper  money.  Fraud  involving  paper  money  had  almost 
completely  destroyed  the  public's  faith  in  paper  money.  Second,  the 
National  Currency  Act  was  an  effort  by  the  Federal  Government  to  raise 
money  to  fight  the  Civil  War.  The  Federal  Government  needed  money 
so  they  went  where  people  commonly  go  when  they  need  money.  They 
went  to  the  bankers. 

But,  the  Federal  Government  was  disappointed  when  few  state 
banks  sought  national  charters.  So,  in  March,  1865,  Congress  approved 
a  bill  which  placed  a  10%  tax  on  all  state  bank  notes.  This  persuaded 
most  state  chartered  banks  to  seek  a  federal  charter  and  ended  wildcat 
banking.  The  new  system  of  National  Bank  Notes  became  a  success  that 
almost  doubled  the  nation’s  circulating  money  supply. 

Three  different  private  companies  based  in  New  York  City 
originally  printed  National  Bank  Notes.  They  were  the  Continental  Bank 
Note  Company,  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  and  National  Bank 
Note  Company.  In  1877,  the  Federal  Government’s  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  began  doing  all  printing  of  National  Bank  Notes.

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A  Lion's  Tale

I  have  read  recently  that  the  price  of  copper  and 
zinc  may  force  us  to  say  goodbye  to  our  old 
friend,  the  cent,  which  has  had  a  history  of  over 
two  hundred  years.  The  mint  claims  that  it  is  losing  money  with 
every  cent  issued.  However  there  was  a  time  when  the  opposite 
was  true,  and  resulted  in  one  of  the  strangest  coin  issues  in  all  of 
British  history,  and  therein  lies  the  tale. 

Matthew  Boulton  was  a  man  with  a  mission,  as  well  as  a  vision. 
His  mission  was  simple.  The  Royal  Mint  ceased  production  of 
copper  coinage  for  over  twenty  years.  This  was  at  a  time  that 
industrialists  needed  small  denominations  to  pay  their  workers. 
The  only  copper  coins  available  were  regal  coins  that  were  worn 
slick  or  lightweight  counterfeits.  It  was  time  for  Boulton  to  step  up 
and  solve  the  problem.  Steam  was  the  answer.  Boulton  had 
joined  up  with  James  Watt  at  Soho,  outside  of  Birmingham, 
England.  After  spending  several  years  perfecting  the  modem 
steam  coin  press,  he  attempted  to  obtain  the  Royal  contract  for 
copper  coinage. 

Finally,  he  was  given  the  contract  and  started  the  famous  1797 
cartwheel  issue.  Only  one  word  could  describe  the  coins!  - 
Massive.  The  penny  weighed  in  at  one  ounce  of  pure  copper,  and 
the  two  pence  weighed  in  at  two  ounces.  The  coins  were 
handsome  as  well  as  heavy,  with  a  bust  of  George  III  on  the 
obverse,  and  Britannia  seated  on  the  reverse.  They  were  more  than 
just  good  looking.  They  were  technological  marvels  of  the  ay. 
Boulton  incorporated  an  outer  rim  to  protect  the  design  features  as 
it  circulated.  In  addition,  the  legends  were  incuse  (sunk  into  the 
coin  rather  than  raised.)  In  addition,  there  was  no  doubt  where  it 
was  made.  SOHO  was  boldly  stamped  under  Britannia’s  shield. 

The  issue  was  a  tremendous  success  as  it  helped  to  drive  out  not 
only  the  shoddy  counterfeits,  but  also  gave  the  public  the 
expectation  of  large  copper  for  their  low  denomination  coins.

In  1805,  the  price  of  copper  soared,  and  many  of  the  recently 
minted  SOHO  issues  found  their  way  back  to  be  melted.  The  issue 
also  had  some  other  unforeseen  benefits.  Shopkeepers,  for 
example,  kept  a  few  to  serve  as  balance  weights  for  scales,  since 
they  weighed  exactly  one  and  two  ounces,  respectively.  Also,  they 
found  their  way  to  political  rallies  where  they  could  be  thrown  at 
rival  candidates,  thus,  term,  a  “cheap  shot.” 

One  can  hold  the  early  industrial  revolution  just  be  picking  up  one 
of  these  massive  coins.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Boulton.
